One of the highlights of the 28th Annual Conference of the American 
Institute of Decorators was the granting of an honorary membership to 
Edward D. Stone, architect. I have known Ed Stone for over 30 years. Our 
association goes back to a common source of inspiration: Howard Myers, former 
editor and publisher of the Architectural Forum. 1 am one of the many people 
who owe a great deal to Howard Myers, and I know that Ed Stone would insist 
on being in the very front row if a count could ever be made. 

It was my privilege to publish one of the very first Ed Stone houses. It was 


the Richard H. Mandel house in Mt. Kisco, published in the August 1935 issue 





when the magazine was three years old. A few days after the issue came out, 
Fortune magazine called and wanted to use our pictures with a credit line. 
I was pleased and so was Ed Stone. 

Thirty years ago Edward Stone was great but not too well known. Today 


he is great, and he is known the world over. I have always felt that with great- 





ness went a sense of humility, that the truly great man must also be a human 






being. It has been an observation of mine that too many architects see in 






every building they create a monument unto themselves. Not so with Ed Stone! 





Ed is just plain happy to create and build, and in the far, far distant future 






when his epitaph is written I feel that the following would be a suitable tribute:

Handy Aud 
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Antiques in the Contemporary Scene 


The adaptation of antique furniture to the contemporary 
scene probably always will be a source of continuing con- 
troversy with interior designers. The individual styling 
of the various antiques, among other factors, and the 
extraordinary range of varying types making for questions 
of adaptability, are points on which there probably never 
can be full agreement, if only because the decorative effec- 
tiveness of the resulting interiors in which they are in- 
stalled can be judged by so many varying modern 
standards, including color treatment, architectural back- 
ground and contemporary arrangement of the antiques 
themselves within their decorative setting. 

But surely one heartening instance of a successful adap- 
tation of antiques to modern life is exemplified by the in- 
teriors shown here achieving the sublime livability that 
marks the house in Rye, New York, recently completed by 
Interior Designer David Whitcomb for his clients, Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard W. Dammann, where the simple shapes of 
the respective rooms and their correct proportions were 
important considerations in the admirable arrangement 
of the antiques in each of the decorative settings shown. 

The house itself was old, but not old enough to be 
charming without the much-needed alterations as de- 
veloped by the archtect, Livingstone Elder. To this end 
every advantage offered by the house as it may have been 
influenced by the site—a window installed for a view or 
a door opened upon a garden path or a wall opened upon 
a balcony—was but one of the admirable things which the 
architect, in his remodeling, contributed to the interior 
setting for the antiques. 

The formality at the entrance, in a hall extending from 
the front of the house to the rear, is established by the 
mahogany chest of drawers and flanking Sheraton chairs, 
combined with a mirror and pair of flanking sconces on 
the wall. The walls are covered in grasscloth above the 
dado, and woodwork here is soft beige. A subtle gold 
note appears in the curtains of the window wall at the end, 
against which is silhouetted an old carving on a tall 
pedestal and a massing of greens in one corner, both of 
which contribute a welcoming introduction to the house. 

The living room is delightful with its pale coloring: 
sauterne carpet and matching walls with soft yellow 
draperies, background for the antique furniture and up- 
holstered modern items in orange stria velvet and olive 
and white tweed. Another strong point has been made 


by the interior designer in the room’s favor with the 
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Hall is symphony of beige and white, achieved with painted

notable arrangement of furniture in pleasant groupings 
for both convenience and good looks; these comprise the 
two facing chairs at the Victorian marble mantel, the sofa, 
coffee table and chairs, directly opposite, and the piano 
grouping with books at one end of the room, and the 
Empire barometer case, occasional chair and cigarette 
table at the other, with balcony and view of the bay. 
Other good features found in this pleasingly designed 
house include the library, with its black, caramel and 
white color scheme, the dining room with yellow and 
white background calculated to make the antique furni- 
ture look its best, and pleasant master bedroom, with 
accompanying dressing room, both attractive in pink, 


green and white, with beautiful views from the windows 


on every side. Not shown, but delightful in its countri- 
fied air and freshness of decorative scheme, is the daugh- 
ter’s room in lilting red, green and white coloring, very 
satisfying with its rose-sprigged wallpaper and windows 
curtained in matching fabric. 

The view of the bay with its little yacht basin—where 
the contour of bordering trees and waters are active, mov- 
ing forms constantly in view and always changing in 
texture, color and light—was a major consideration in 
the designing of both house and interior. 




















The Well-Integrated Office 


As is the case with many companies, Smith Barney & 
Company, one of the country’s leading investment bank- 
ing firms, has grown at a phenomenal rate. To bring 
together widely separated units and provide for expansion 
and growth, they leased three floors in the new Stock 
Exchange building at 20 Broad Street, and retained the 
firm of Maria Bergson Associates to plan their new space 
and design the interior. 

One of the biggest obstacles the designers had was the 
odd shape of the building exterior (the walls go in at 
least seven different directions). This was expertly over- 
come by planning the bulk of the interior space square 
with the column enclosures and subtly bringing the walls 
in the perimeter areas perpendicular with the exterior 
walls in each vicinity. By so doing, odd shaped areas 
were minimized, non-parallel walls were brought so close 
to parallel as to be unnoticeable, and built in facilities 
such as storage and counters were so placed as to fur- 
ther take advantage of and disguise these irregularities. 

As is the case of all Maria Bergson Associates space 
planning where large integrated areas and numerous de- 
partments are involved, all minor service departments 
such as purchasing, supply, mail, operating, cashiers, etc., 
are easily reached from within the company as well as 
being convenient to reception areas and elevator service. 

The nature of the Smith Barney & Company business is 
such that a large number of private offices is required 
and more than average privacy is required in open areas. 
Natural daylight is provided all of the private offices 
and all of the important open areas. By means of 43” 
high acoustically treated partitions, privacy is provided in 
open areas without cutting out the light or chopping up 
the space. Each category of the job was analyzed as to 
the most productive individual work arrangement. Where 
those working at desks are involved everything is within 
reach—either in an “L” shaped arrangement or behind 
so that the necessity for getting up from work is mini- 
mized. Specially designed secretarial desks provide a 
working arrangement keyed to maximum efficiency. All 
work units from top executive down, where custom built 
to Maria Bergson specifications, are based on the concept 
of maximum flexibility and interchangeability with “a 
place for everything and everything in its place.” Wher- 
ever possible cubic footage as well as square footage is 
utilized by means of overfile storage units, storage cup- 
boards. and wardrobes. The special areas, such as the 
mail room and operating cashiers, and storage are com- 
partmented to fit the requirements of the particular job. 
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One of the specially designed areas is the “wire room” 
the heart of the Smith Barney operation. This incorpo- 
rates all incoming wire facilities required to serve the 
Trading, Order and Wire Departments. There are 28 
stations in all—each with its own specially designed 
storage and work units—all served by a conveyor belt 
running through the center of a long table. All in all 
it is a very complex mechanism, incorporating many in- 
novations, which has worked out very satisfactorily. 

Most of the executive offices and the buying area are 
on the top floor of the three occupied in the building. In 
the buying area there is a luminous ceiling especially de- 
signed for this job, the outstanding feature of which is 
that the frame work which supports the plastic squares is 
completely hidden from view. The executive dining 
room which is also on this floor can be divided into two 
rooms by means of an insulated folding partition. There 
are two reception rooms—one at each end—so that when 
the division takes place each section has its own recep- 
tion area. This gives the dining room the dual function of 
also serving for conferences. The main conference room 
on the floor below is reached from the buying area by 
means of an internal staircase. With its specially de- 
signed stair rail, wood and marble wall treatment, and 
carpeted stairs, this is a striking design feature which 
is carefully integrated into the overall project. 

Throughout the three floors conscious thought has 
been given to easy maintenance as well as initial in- 
stallation. Specially designed work units feature plastic 
tops. Wherever possible, walls are covered with plastic 
which will not crack and requires no painting, thereby 
reducing maintenance considerations. 

Color also plays an important part in these offices: for 
maximum freshness and contrast, white walls, which are 
easy to clean and eliminate the problem of color match- 
ing, are used in pattern with other colors for contrast. The 
question of warm and cool colors for accent walls. is no 
longer hidebound by rules since the advent of improved 
office conditions such as modern lighting and air condi- 
tioning. This permits a more varied but integrated color 
scheme. The clever use of color and wall materials is one 
of the Bergson trademarks in designing private offices to 
suit individual tastes while maintaining a uniform over- 
all design. In the case of Smith Barney & Company, 
flexwood, wood paneling, grasscloth, and silk are fea- 


tured extensively throughout.

Sculptured Glass 


In a civilization dedicated to modern science Steuben 
Glass upholds the historical traditions of art, achieving 
recognition by combining the skill of hand-craftsmanship 
with superb material and distinguished design. To the 
firm’s unique array of collectors’ items in engraved crys- 
tal, sculptural.in concept and purely ornamental—repre- 
sented in many public collections, including the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
and the Louvre—there have recently been added thirty-one 
new masterpieces of the glassmaker’s art on the occa- 
sion of the opening of Steuben’s new building in New 
York, on Fifth Avenue at 56th Street. In most of the

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Tryon Palace Restoration 


The restored historical houses throughout America—from 
privately owned houses such as Ogden House, at Fair- 
field, Connecticut (INTERIOR DESIGN, July 1959) , the Kath- 
erine Prentis Murphy house, also in Connecticut (INTERIOR 
DESIGN, November 1949), and Winterthur, the Henry 
Francis du Pont house, at Wilmington, Delaware (INTE- 
RIOR DESIGN, December 1951), to entire towns, represented 
by Old Deerfield in Massachusetts (INTERIOR DESIGN, De- 
cember 1955), and Colonial Williamsburg in Virginia (1N- 
TERIOR DESIGN, October 1935, March 1939, February 1952 
and May 1956)—represent a continuity of grace and 
comfort distinguished by the personal preferences in 
furnishings of persons of rare taste. 

In the restoration of Tryon Palace, the residence of 
the‘royal governor of North Carolina and the first perma- 
nent colonial capitol of the state, at New Bern, the 
essential details that contribute so much to the charm of 
a restored house have been isolated and are made acces- 
sible to all who will take the pains to look for them. The 
restored Palace, like the man who originally built it, 
Royal Governor William Tryon, stimulates intense in- 
terest in the antique. As in the original building, it is 
not decorated at all in the usual sense, but as a back- 
ground for the furnishings within placed in accordance 
with eighteenth-century conventions, the rooms kept ele- 
gantly bare as they were originally in order to accommo- 
date the ample costumes of their day. 

The original building, of which only the west wing has 
survived the years, was built after Governor Tryon arrived 
from London in 1764 as Lieutenant-Governor. When five 
months later he acceded to full governorship it was to 
find that not only had he no residence, but the colony 


he was to govern had no fixed capitol! Work on the

building was begun in 1767, after the Assembly appro- 
priated five thousand pounds for Tryon’s project. The 
plans were made by John Hawks, an English builder who 
had come over on the same ship with Tryon, and one of 
the few professional architects to practice in the American 
colonies. The workmen included masons, carpenters and 
stucco-workers from Philadelphia and metal-workers from 
England. Hawks prepared several sets of preliminary 
plans for the proposed building group, one of which 
was selected by the Governor and sent to England for 
approval. This set, consisting of three sheets, one show- 
ing the north elevation of the building, another giving the 
ground-floor plans, and the third giving the second-floor 
plan of the main building, is still on file in London at the 
British Public Record Office; original drawings are also 
now at the New York Historical Society Library. For 
his elevation Hawks utilized Plate 10 of Robert Morris’ 
Select Architecture (1757). 

Within three years, or in 1770, the main building was 
so nearly completed that Governor Tryon and his family 
were able to move their luxurious personal effects into 
the new residence, described as one of the handsomest 
in colonial America by a traveler for Newport, writing 
in 1769 to the Reverend Ezra Stiles. Three years later 
money was still being appropriated for outbuildings and 
fences. 

It was not Governor Tryon’s pleasure to enjoy his 
Palace for long, as he was sent to be governor of New 
York in 1771 and took his furnishings with him—only 
to lose them shortly thereafter in a fire at Fort George! 
His claim for six thousand pounds losses, now among the 
papers of the Earl of Dartmouth, provides an itemized 
listing of furniture, draperies, rugs, portraits, silver and 
books in an extensive library, which has proved an in- 
valuable guide in acquiring the present furnishings. 
Another inventory survives from his successor, Royal 
Governor Josiah Martin, who occupied the Palace until 


British rule was terminated in 1775.

Portraits in the Office 


P ortrait photography, already established by interior de- 
signers as a personalizing theme in home decoration, is 
making its way into the office and other non-residential 
installations. To point up the effective way that photo- 
graphic portraits can establish a “corporate image” in 
an office setting, the interior design firm of Ideas, Inc., 
Detroit, recently sponsored an exhibit using camera por- 
traits by Eva Briggs, plant and product photographs by 
Art d’Arazien, plus a selection of appropriate oil paint- 
ings. The office suite, consisting of reception area, execu- 
tive office and conference room, was designed by Caroll 
Chickowsky, I.D.I., consultant for Ideas, Inc. Miss 
Briggs, who is the first woman to be awarded a Master 
of Photography degree, believes that the executive who 
is “surrounded by color portraits of himself, his family,

his friends, his associates . . .” imparts to visitors “the 
dignity, prestige, warmth and friendliness of the company 
he represents.” In expressing this philosophy, designer 
Chickowsky has made portrait photographs the focal 
point of the office suite, keeping background areas in 
warm, neutral tones: light wood paneling, beige and 
brown carpet, upholstery and curtain fabrics, with accents 
of cerulean blue, black, charcoal and white. A variety 
of portraits, both photographic and in oil, surround the 
executive at his desk, depicting his family, friends and 
interests in cultural and sports activities. A mesh-and- 
metal divider in the room is used to hold color prints 
of the firm’s plant and factory operations, and the con- 
ference room walls are lined with large portraits of the 
board of directors and founders.

Psychology of Interior Design

PART 1: CLIENT-DESIGNER RELATIONS 


| NTERIOR DESIGN is an old field but a relatively new 
profession. The characteristic growing pains are clearly 
present. This article will attempt to survey some of the 
major problems in the area of client-designer relations. 
largely from a psychological point of view. Regardless 
of how intrepid and ingenious, the interior designer can- 
not avoid the innumerable pitfalls and obstacles in the 
intricate process of mediating between client and fur- 
nishings. The infinite complexity of client personality, 
particularly with regard to taste, judgment, and making 
decisions is still a vast unexplored region. Knowledge 
of the enormous variety of furnishings available require 
extensive motivation. The task of coordinating client 
with furnishings is therefore an admirable feat for the 
successful designer. 

Success is related not only to knowledge and flexi- 
bility regarding the components of interiors, but to a 
genuine acquaintance with human dynamics. The in- 
terior designer therefore, must be something of a “psy- 
chologist.”” Moreover, because of the intimate nature of 
furnishings, particularly home furnishings and how they 
relate basically to the client’s ego, it would seem that 
interior designing and psychology cross roads within 
several other important areas. Many of the principles 
developed by psychologists, further seem to apply or 
interweave well with those of interior designing. 

The interior designer must assume at least four impor- 
tant roles with the client, that of the artist, educator. 
businessman, and psychologist. Since a role is an inter- 
related pattern of behavior, largely an interpersonal rela- 
tion, those that are organized and planned, particularly 
in a profession, are generally the most successful. 

The interior designer, as an artist, must be well trained 
and guided by his uniquely developed esthetic sensitivity 
which he expresses in his work. If he is creative he 
views each specific problem as merely an example of a 
much broader one rather than as a narrowly confined 
undertaking. Each job becomes an opus in his artistic 
development. As an applied artist, he is also concerned 
with elevating mass taste. This requires sound knowl- 
edge in the psychology of esthetic preference as well as 
the fundamentals of mass education. Teaching there- 
fore becomes an important sub-role. Assuming an overly 
authoritative and superior attitude is frequently detri- 
mental. The proper “educational” relationship may require 
a number of subtle and informal conversations involv- 
ing demonstrations, a good design with sensible explana-

tions, rather than knowingly and mysteriously suggesting, 
“just wait and see ’till it is all finished.” The interior 
designer in his role as a teacher soon realizes that 
the same means which produced his taste is the only re- 
liable means for producing responsible decisions on the 
part of the client. The procedure, however, can be greatly 
facilitated through carefully planned demonstrations 
through the use of photographs, magazines, sketches, 
essential for elevating the taste of the client and even 
attracting the client to the designer. Skillful and selec- 
tive tours of a few well designed spaces or showrooms are 
frequently effective. 














The designer, of course, must also assume the role of 
professional businessman. The most desirable relation 
is that of guide rather than the questionable “buyer-sales- 
man” approach. As guide, the designer utilizes a num- 
ber of systematic and consciously directed activities in his 
appointment schedule. First, there is the need to explore 
through interview, the needs of the client, relating these 
needs to space and budget. It is essential to ascertain the 
client’s design, style, and color preferences, which are 
frequently obscured and may require a variety of skills 
to determine. The designer must also relate furnishings 
with the architecture of the space. The designer need not 
feel required however, to act solely as the client’s agent 
or to give the client exactly what he wants. The busi- 
ness role of the designer would then be totally eclipsing 
the artist role, and the designer should always be first 
and last an artist, determined to improve taste. 

Second, there is the need to establish the necessary pro- 
fessional rapport with the client for it is essential that the 
client have confidence in his designer with reference to 
his competence, taste, and character. It is usually a mis- 
take for the designer to become friends, particularly at 
the onset, with the client. The designer who gets to a 
first name basis during the first meeting and after the 
second drink is liable to have his client call him in the 
middle of the night concerning the proper color for a 
shower curtain in the basement bathroom. 

Third, the interior designer, representing a new and 
growing professional service, must as those in other pro- 
fessional services become conscious of ethical standards 
and responsibilities to the public. Since furnishings are 
intimate and tend to be around for quite a while it is the 
designer’s ethical responsibility that their presence be a 
pleasant experience. In this respect interior design is in 
a position similar to other professional service fields. 

The fourth role and the one most crucial is that of 
“psychologist.” Of course a person must be properly 
trained to be called a psychologist, but many applications 
are possible. For example, establishing the proper psy- 
chological relationship can be an extremely misleading 
and misunderstood undertaking. Generally the initial 
task is to establish a good working relationship or rapport 
based on mutual respect, frankness, and trust. This is 
best accomplished by allowing the client to proceed at 
a comfortable pace, with just the right amount of periodic 
direction. Rapport cannot be established if the client is 
“impressed” or rather suppressed or allowed to flounder 
until he falls. The necessary skills here develop only with 
experience and the proper degree of sensitivity on the part 
of the designer. 

The second major task as psychologist is to assess 
personality. This is an extremely difficult task even for 
highly trained, competent psychologists. Unless the de- 
signer is made fully aware of the complexities of per- 
sonality evaluation, his “common sense” assumptions con- 
cerning “types” will lead him entirely astray. The rela- 
tively limited and narrow band of personality revealed 
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in interview does not provide a sufficient basis for deter- 
mining the “kind of person” the client is. Of course the 
designer fortunately need not necessarily understand the 
personality dynamics of a client to do the job, although 
it helps in anticipating likes and dislikes. 

One of the major problems producing misunderstand- 
ing is that the bulk of communication transactions be- 
tween designer and client is verbal rather than visual. 
Furnishings are completely a visual form of symbolic 
communication. The designer therefore has two re- 
courses: First, he should communicate as much as pos- 
sible through visual means, showing a great deal of 
suspicion and always being cautious of the verbal state- 
ments of the client, that is, if the client says she wants 
something “light, red, and cheery,” there should be no 
reason for surprise or suspicion of client’s stability if 
there is a total negative reaction on her part to a visual 
presentation of something “light, red, and cheery.” 
Second, it is always wise for the designer to probe as 
deeply as possible into the verbal statements of the 
client to ascertain the underlying fundamental motiva- 
tions. These underlying deep feelings, if properly empa- 
thized with, are frequently found to be quite spatial or 
structural in nature, thus enabling the designer to trans- 
late more successfully the real intent of the client's

statement into appropriate visual forms. These under- 
lying motivations will act as hidden saboteurs unless they 
are identified early. 

The relationship between personality and furnishing 
preferences is pertinent in this respect. Psychologists 
have often attempted to relate character traits with esthetic 
taste. For example one psychologist found a revealing 
relationship between vocational interests and Scottish 
tartan design. Those showing strong scientific interest 
revealed a strong preference for tartans which were dark, 
sombre, blue-green containing fine lines, while those in- 
terested in sales prefered the warm, open, and bold stripes. 
In an exploratory investigation by the authors, the rela- 
tionship between personal values such as social, esthetic, 
theoretic, religious, political, and economic are being 
related to various chairs in terms of their formal esthetic 
characteristics of both traditional and contemporary 
design. 

Another major factor in assessing personality is to 
establish how “ego-oriented” or “problem-directed” the 
client is. High ego-orientation means that the client is 
not consciously aware of the reasons for his requesting 
interior design, the meaning of his taste and judgment, 
or the role he expects the designer to play. Furnishings 
may be couched in unconscious or mystical symbolism, 
and the designer may have to be something of a psycho- 
therapist, attempting to unravel the client’s personal prob- 
lems disguised in furnishing symbols. Problem orienta- 
tion, on the other hand, is a more happy situation, where 
the client views the designing situation as a rational 
problem requiring a functional and esthetic solution. The 
client is usually open to reasonable presentation and sug- 
gestion. One might suspect that there are larger ego- 
oriented contacts in residential designing because of the 
greater degree of intimacy in the home, while the effi- 
ciency and relatively lesser degree of intimacy in office 
and commercial settings may involve more problem- 
directed relations. This however is a hypothesis to be 
tested. 

A third major problem in client relations psychologists 
call transference, involving a fundamental development 
of the relationship between client and designer. There 
is frequently at first a positive over-dependent feeling 
toward the designer. This very often is followed with 
a negative reaction which few designers may be prepared 
for. This negative reaction involves a sudden or gradual

ticularly in ego-oriented clients. The designer would be 
more prepared for its occurrence if he understood the 
psycho-dynamics involved, that he may become the sym- 
bolic recipient of accumulated hostilities toward “au- 
thority” figures. Assuming that the first interview is 
successful, the interior designer will be viewed with re- 
spect, and sometimes even idolized, it may be tempting 
to “strike while the iron is hot” but this would be contrary 
to principles of good interior design. During this first 
positive stage, the designer must be on his guard, for 
every casual remark or facial expression may be remem- 
bered. A puzzled look at an old chest, for example, may 
signify dislike, regardless of what the designer may subse- 
quently say. The client may even suggest, “You do what- 
ever you like, for you know what is best.” In the home, 
or in personal work space, however, critical examination 
is sure to foliow if the designer does do what only he 
thinks is best. The client’s resentment would then take 
the form of the “look what he made me get” attitude. 
Of course the negative reaction may follow regardless 
of what previously occurred, and the designer should 
always be ready to weather the storm. 

A fourth major concern of the interior designer as a 
“psychologist” in his client relations is the technique of 
interviewing. Psychologists distinguish between tradi- 
tional “directive” interview techniques and the more 
recently developed “non-directive” techniques. In the 
former the interviewer dominates the discussion while 
in the latter the interviewee does. The originator of non- 
directive counseling, Carl Rogers, describes the process 
as “client-centered.” It may be important for the de- 
signer to understand and learn how to apply the basic 
techniques of non-directive interviewing to improve client 
relations, facilitate decision making and avoid the pit- 
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falls of client reaction. Unfortunately too many de- 
signers use directive methods because they require less 
effort and seem to be necessary. Poorly used directive 
methods however, build up quick resentments. The major 
assumption underlying non-directive interviewing is that 





the client under proper conditions can and will make 
suitable decisions. The task of the designer then is to help 
produce these conditions, allowing the client to more or 
less work out the proper design himself without imposing a p 
the needs and desires of the designer. To accept this 
type of interviewing, the designer must believe that any 
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person can with proper exposure under proper conditions 





and with proper technical assistance work out a suitable 
design. What are the conditions embodied in non-directive 
interviewing? 

The first may be called “acceptiveness.” Whatever the 
client says or does is met with positive feelings. After 
awhile the client feeling free from rejections becomes 
more involved, enthusiastic and responds more effectively. ] | 

















It facilitates all the positive aspects of the relation and 
allows the client to become more independent in judg- 
ment. A free and creative flow of expression becomes 
possible. The second technique is called “receptiveness” 
in which the client is given the opportunity to explore all The designer should always be first and last an artist. 
ideas whether they seem to be related or not to the situa- 
tion. Actually, if properly understood, no comment made 
to the designer is unrelated. The third technique can be 
called “reflectiveness” because the designer attempts to 
formulate and reflect the intent or attitude of the client 
so that he or she may continue along the self-initiated 








path. 
As the profession of interior design develops in future 
years it will become more essential for practicing de- 
signers to learn the basic principles of psychology since 
the nature of their work is inextricably interwoven with 
psychology.

Interior designer Evelyn 
Mayer began her profes- 
sional career as a designer 
for the theatre, now special.

An Italian garden motif was 
selected as the decorative feature of both rooms, inter- 
preted by artist Anderson in murals of architectural 
forms, heroic in scale. The designs were created en- 
tirely by black felt-nib pens and required thousands of 
strokes, with slight washes of gray tones for backing in 
some areas, a perfect foil for the black, white and crim- 
son scheme, Service doors, air conditioning and exit 
signs are skilfully incorporated into the murals, and in 
one case a fake door, matching two adjacent service doors, 
was drawn to disguise a separate ventilator. Furnishings 
are keyed to the overall feeling of the rooms: wrought iron 
furniture in a special antiqued gray tone, white woven 
wood draperies at the windows, upholstery of crimson 
velvet, charcoal gray chintz and a damask print of white, 
crimson and black. Garden sculpture and green planting 
add appropriate accent notes. Although working within 
a fairly limited budget, the interior designer has suc- 
ceeded in giving the interiors an individual note of charm 
and elegance, with backgrounds which club members can 


claim as being uniquely their own.

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B ill Pahlmann asked me to speak on the American way of life. Since by 
now I lived quite a bit of it up, and I am among friends, you might enjoy 
some personal biography. 

I was born around the turn of the century in a small town in the Ozark 
Mountains. The Baptists would say a community of 5,000 souls. Al- 
though its name is Fayetteville the country people always call it the “Athens 
of the Ozarks” as the state university is located there. 

My Grandfather had settled that corner of the state and was an acquisi- 
tive old gent and soon owned the land as “far as the eye could see”. He 
had five sons whom he educated and it was his wish to educate them and 
leave them in a position where they would never have to worry about 
money. They never did! 

My Uncle Will studied medicine at Johns Hopkins, came home and 
operated on a patient who unfortunately died. He, too, became a philoso- 
pher and a learned authority on medicine. 

Uncle Albert, for instance, went to Yale to study law. He returned but 
found that he was much more interested in the affairs of the Roman em- 
pire than he was in the more mundane practice of law. He was given 
to drinking with the local philosophers and had a saddle horse named 
Hobson after the Spanish American war hero. Hobson would take him 
to the philosophical rendezvous. and Uncle Albert would be assisted onto 
Hobson at the conclusion of the evening—the horse knew the way home. 
I cite this as an example of the simplicity of the American way of life 
fifty years ago. You can imagine the legal complications if he had had to 
come home in a Chevrolet. 

My father was sent to the University of Virginia and he devoted his 
life to objective meditation and became, in effect, the local encyclopedia 
so that I was raised in a relaxed life among the lotus-eaters, and someone 
has described my environment as a hotbed of tranquility They did not 
have to catch me to put shoes on me when I went to school—I simply 
went to school barefooted. The first automobile in town was kept in our 
barn and looked exactly like the buggy even to the whip-socket. This 
was my first introduction to the mechanical, scientific twentieth century. 

So I have been through the horse and buggy, the automobile, the air, 
the jet, and the atomic age, and if the insurance tables are accurate there 
is life left in me yet. 

Now to cope with the marvels of our age from Lenin to Lanolin and 
golden oak to chrome tubing and from Hobson to jets I’ve had to work 
out certain rules for myself that enable me to be carefree and barefoot 
in the atomic age. I will gladly share these rules with you. You may 
think of them as Stone’s Don'ts,

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One: Don’t Work too Hard, If you find that you do not have enough 
ideas in an eight hour day, the chances are your soul needs therapy. You 
are in need of inspiration, and for that you should look into the eyes of 
the woman you love, or go to Chartres Cathedral and see the sunrise 
through the beautiful stained glass windows or sit among the flowers in 
your garden. 

Two: Beware of Progress. Progress invariably means that you sacri- 
fice something good for something less attractive. A simple example: 
twenty years ago we had living rooms twenty by thirty; now you can 
only tell a room from a closet by the hook-strip on the wall. On a Sun- 
day afternoon when you are trying to get back to New York in your car 
and you are in a traffic jam this is a good time to reflect on whether prog- 
ress is really paying off. 

Three: Don’t Be Modern. Being modern simply consists of closing 
your mind to 2500 years of Western culture and proving yourself content 
to copy the next-door neighbor’s glass building, house, chair, drapery 
and poodle clip. I have two tests by which you can readily determine 
whether you are modern or not. If you prefer a bent chrome chair to 
a rocker or a Cadillac to a horse-drawn carriage you need therapy. If 
you are a pulp writer, it doesn’t hurt if you know Shakespeare. Remember 
too that Chippendale was handy with wood. 

Four: Go to Bat for Beauty. If we don’t, we’re going to find flashing 
neon signs on the pearly gates when we get there. If a few militant dames 
can sell this country prohibition we certainly should be able to do away 
with neon signs, billboards, roadside honky tonks and used car lots. 

Five: Don’t Fall in Love With Just Your Idea. If you are jealous of your 
ideas it is a sign you have too few. Keep an open mind, the janitor’s sug- 
gestion is probably the best. 

Six: Don’t Get in Trouble. This fortunately is the easiest of all and 
simply involves avoiding certain people: the landlord, the doctor, the 
dentist, the psychiatrist, intellectuals, morticians, and beatniks, 

Seven: Don’t Be a Money-Changer in the Temple. If you’re an artist 
you've earned the right to starve with dignity. 

Eight: Don’t Talk Back to Your Wife because she is smarter than you 
are. H. L. Mencken said in the twenties that no man should make any 
decision without first talking it over with his wife, because she was a 
creature of super intelligence. If I had listened to him I would have 
saved myself some twenty-five years of exhausting research. 

Nine: Don’t Be Too Worthwhile. Always keep a few character defects 
handy. People love to talk about your frailties. If you must be noble 
keep it to yourself, 

I do not wish that the frivolous nature of my comments detract from 
our purpose which I believe to be worthy. It is our obligation to create 
an environment of beauty and a cultural heritage worthy of our genera- 
tion, and good enough to permit future generations to enjoy it with pride.

After the State Assembly held its last session in New 
Bern in 1794, the building ceased to have an official 
function. (During the Revolution iron railings and lead 
roof gutters were removed as a contribution to the war 
effort.) George Washington, in April 1791, was feted at 
a banquet and ball in the Palace, which he found “now 
hastening to ruins,” no resident governor having occu- 
pied it since 1777. In 1798, the main building burned, 
and only the walls remained standing. 

Governor Tryon was determined to build in a style 
and manner that would impress the colonials, so the 
provincial contemporary architecture was eschewed and 
a London House in the latest phase of the developing 
elaborate Georgian style, then in full fashion, was trans- 
planted to New Bern. The restored building is therefore 
not Colonial in style, but Georgian. Its windows, for 
example, with frames reduced to 2 bare minimum and 
furnished with stylish new large-size panes and narrow 
muntins, were innovations. 

Work on the reconstruction of the residence was 
started in 1952 under the direction of the Tryon Palace 
Commission, an organization created by the state of 
North Carolina in 1945. The undertaking, now brought 
to a fruitful conclusion, had its origin in funds generously 
provided by Mrs. James Edward Latham. Director of

the Restoration is Gertrude S. Carraway, Honorary 
President General of the National Society of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. The architect in charge 
of all phases of the reconstruction is William Graves 
Perry. Documentary research was under the direction 
of Alonso T. Dill, who abstracted documentary materials 
found in libraries, archives and private manuscript col- 
lections in this country and England; physical research 
at the site has been in charge of Morley Jeffers Williams, 
who is also landscape architect for the Restoration. 

Inasmuch as the Palace was built to serve both as the 
home of the governor and the seat of government, being 
the meeting place of the Council and Assembly, the family 
rooms were on the second story, with public rooms below. 
Some idea of the care and effort that have been expended 
in the restoration is evident in the paneled double doors 
at the entrance, set in a paneled reveal provided by the 
exterior wall, which are given distinction by a carved 
overdoor panel with polychromed Royal Arms of George 
III, and an engraved brass lock from Didlinton Hall, 
Norfolk. 

The Restoration has not attempted to reproduce mate- 
rials or techniques when contemporary mantels and 
carvings were found to be available and appropriate in 
character and scale. The Dining Room, for example,

follows Hawks’ drawing, but is painted to conform with 
the decoration on a contemporary door frame installed 
in the room, and the marbles throughout match frag- 
ments unearthed in the excavations. The newly-restored 
building and its wings, its iron grille enclosure, its sentry 
boxes and gate posts, its driveway and even its pentagon- 
shape “necessary houses” stand today exactly upon their 
original foundations. This unique Georgian quality has 
been the justification to further its implementation today. 
The gardens, for example, are now designed to endow the 
Palace with a setting worthy of Governor Tryon’s origi- 
nal concept; namely, contemporary English in plan, 
compartments and detail, and developed into kitchen 
garden, flower gardens, paddock and yards. The in- 
evitable American identities lie in the mandatory choice 
of plants that are adaptable to the locality. 

The Acquisition Committe of the Tryon Palace Com- 
mission, of which Virginia Horne is Chairman, had the 
expert assistance of Gregor Norman-Wilcox, Curator of 
Decorative Arts at the Los Angeles County Museum. The 
Committee was guided in its purchasing by a well- 
arranged plan which took into consideration Governor 
Tryon’s inventory and the magnificent collection of 
eighteenth-century English furniture which was pari of 
the Latham bequest. An exceptional collection of small 
antique objets d’art contributes to a “lived-in” look.

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Homefurnishings Show's New Advisory Chairman 
T. Hart Anderson, Jr., who recently resigned as Chair- 
man of the Board of Anderson & Cairns to devote full 
time to his activities as a marketing consultant, has been 
retained in an advisory capacity by the National Home- 
furnishings Show. He will serve as Chairman of the 
Advisory Committee. Mr. Anderson brings to the Show 
and its participants a wealth of experience in the market- 
ing of homefurnishings.
